The  long-awaited  day  lias  arrived  and 
the  students  ana  faculty  members  of  the 
Georgia  State  College  for  Women  have 
another  chance  to  show  their  school,  their 
activities,  and '  policies  to  the  eight  hun¬ 
dred  visitors  expected  today. 

-Since  this  time  last  year,  we  have  been 
waiting  for  this  day,  the  occasion  of  the 
the  third  Parents’1  Day  celebration,  to  roll 
around.  .And  now  that  it  has  come,  there 
seems  :  to  be  so.  little  to  say — other  "than 
“Welcome.”  But  that  one  little  word  em¬ 
bodies  more  tii an  the  mere  definition  given 
by. the  august  Mr.  Webster,  because  this 
“Welcome”  is  really  that,  in  the  sincerest 
..way,  and  in  a  most  personal  way,  too. 

Tire  Parents'  Day  observation,  intigated 
two  years  ago  has  come  to  be  one  of  the 
happiest  events  of  the  year.  Tt  gives  the 
students  an  opportunity  to  bring  together 
their  parents  and  teachers,  to  introduce 
their  parents  to  different  phases  of  the 
campus  life,  and  to  let  them  see  how  things 
ere.  run.  ’  . 

It  gives  students  a  peculiar  pleasure  to 
make  their  parents  acquainted  with  things 
they  have  known  about  only  through  let¬ 
ters  before.  The  editorial  staff  of  the 
Colonnade  has  reprinted  in  today’s  paper 
of  the  recent  stories  oc  campus  elections 
for  the  benefit  of  the  parents,  and  also 
for  the  students. 

We  think  the  idea  of  an  annual  Parents’

We  think  its  add  smuch  to  the  alluring 
aspects  of  the  college  itself. 

We  who  are  so  much  in  favor  of  an 
“integrated  program”  for  our  school— 

■  worthwhile  work  tempered  with  whole¬ 
some  play— feel  that  in  its  process  of 
growth  the  school  is  progressing  fast  and 
.  well.  It  might  well  be  pointed  out  as  a 
significant  factor  in  the  progress’  of  our  . 
college,  aside  from  being  considered  just 
one  more  way  to  entertain  ourselves,  ft 
shows  that  we  are  growing,  both  in  ideas 
and  in  size,  and  there  can  certainly  be 
nothing  more  satisfying  than  to  realize 
that  our  college  is  not  the  sort  that  re¬ 
mains  stationary  and  unchanging.  We  are 
glad  that  the  officials  realize-  the  need 
for  play  as  well  as  work  and  that, "they 
.know  healthful  recreation  makes"  for  a 1 
well-rounded  personality  and  production, 
in  the  end,  of  a  poised,  balanced  indivi¬ 
dual.  We  appreciate  the1  fact  that  they 
are  striving  to  give  us  the  best. 

Our  progress  has,  to  us,  been  seeming- 
1  ly  rapid.  We  have  our  individual  sports, 
our  groups  games,  our  tennis  court?,,  our 
archery.  Then  came  the  era  of  the  swim-  % 
ming  pool,  for  which  we  are  certainly 
ffyiiy  grateful.  Now  we  have  added  to,  our 
varied  program  of  recreation"  golf,' -’and^ 
that  seems  ,to  -round  oufc.  the  prcigranr  , 
perfectly.  And  it  doesn’t  seem  reasonable 
that  there  would  be  one  person  on  the 
campus  who  wouldn’t  “point  with  pride” 
(and  probably  a  feeling  cf  superiority)  to 
the  G.  S.  C.  W.  golf  course! 

There’s  another  thing,  too.  Our  life  for 
nine  months  is  centered  almost  completely 
on  this  campus,  with  no  opportunity  to 
stretch  out  and  live  elsewhere.  It  is  an  ad¬ 
vantage  that  the  golf-cofurpe  is  off  the 
campus.  It  adds  interest  and  is  now 
quite  an  attractive  feature  of  Nesbitt 
Woods — it  might  even  be  called  the  most 
attractive  feature.  We  will  admit,  Nesbitts 
is  the  ide^l  setting  for  any  form  of  enter¬ 
tainment  and  particularly  is  it  the  ideal 
setting  for  a  golf  course,  both  from  the 
standpoint  of  beauty  and  also  use.

College  Jots 


SEVERAL  MONTHS  AGO— 

the  University  of  North  Carolina 
received  national  headlines  when 
a  cheating  ring  headed  by  Doug¬ 
las  Cartland  was  disclosed  on  the 
university  campus,  exposing  neai*- 
ly  100  students,  and  Jack  Poet, 
student  body  president,  convicted 
and  had  himself  dismissed  from 
the  university  for  cheating  in  a 
freshman  examination.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  of  the  Cartland  ring  and 
Pool’s  dismissal  from  Chapel  Hill, 
the  entire  honor  system  is  now  on 
trial  before  the  Carolina  student 
body.  A  survey  is  being  made 
asking  for  student  opinion  on  the 
restoration,  modification  or  com¬ 
plete  abolition  of  the  system. 

At  the  state  university,  stu¬ 
dents  are  not  watched  during  ex¬ 
aminations,.  no  faculty -  member  or 
proctor  is  present  during  tests. 
Students  are  put  on  their  honor 
not  to  cheat  and  to  report  anyone 
cheating. 

EDITOR  PHILIP  HAMMER— 

head  of  the  Daily  Tar  Heel,  stu¬ 
dent  publication,  and  chairman 

of  the  student  government  com¬ 
mittee  in  charge  of  the  investiga¬ 
tion  at  the  university,  writes, 
“North  Carolina  university  is 
southern  liberalism  in  three  square 
miles.  Its  60-year-old  honor 
system,  self  -  administered  by 
students,  is  the  last  word  in  lib¬ 
eral  theory  which  holds  that  our 
youth  shall  be  guided  by  its  own 
aggregate  sense  cf  right  and 
wrong.  Cherished,  but  rusting, ” 
this  honor  system  bends  at  the 
inevitable  breaking  point,  the 
necessity  of  reporting  breaches  of 
honor.  A  system  of  reporting  vio¬ 
lators  is  desirable  only  when  it 
springs  .from  an  acute- honor-  con¬ 
sciousness  which  seeks  to  punish 
offenders  of  the  moral  code.  With¬ 
out  that  consciousness  the  system 
is  offensive,  worthless,  mechan¬ 
ism  based  on  espionage.  At  Caro¬ 
lina  the  'system'  has  been  empha¬ 
sized  and  honor  consciousness . 
the  fundamental  sought  for  is  for¬ 
gotten. 

“So  repugnant  has  the  ‘system’  i 
become  through  such  an  interpre¬ 
tation  that  students  refuse  to  re¬ 
port  violations.  It  is  not  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  net  understanding  that  re¬ 
porting  is  a  secondary  element,  i 
important  only  as  a  spontaneous, 
accepted  means  to  maintain  an 
effective  group  responsibility.  To¬ 
day  the  ‘system’,  repulsive  to  all, 
remains  an  untouchable  skeleton, 
while  honor,  the  end,  has  been  ; 
neglected,  thrown  to  individual  I 
caprice.  Only  one  out  of  10  stu-  j 
dents  will  report  a  breach  of 
honor.”

from  the  Pacific  to  the.  Atlantic 
will  abide  by  the  decision  of  the 
student  committee  of  the  Carolina 
university  as  to  the  value  of  the 
honor  system.  In  no  other  uni¬ 
versity  has  it  been  put  to  such 
a  test,  nowhere  else  has  its  re¬ 
tention  or  abolition  meant  so 
much  to  the  individual  student. 
The  results  of  the  survey,  to  say 
the  least,  will  be  interesting  to
